The speech of the Hon. R. M. T. Hunter, 
of Virginia, delivered at Charlottesville, Au- 
gust 17th, 1SCO, on the invitation of the Dem- 
ocratic Convention, is published in full in the 
papers of Virginia. It is evidently a speech 
prepared with great care. He spoke, in open- 
ing, of the fact that at last the slavery ques- 
tion has divided the Democratic party, but, 
however dark the prospect, he does not de- 
spair of the Republic, for says he: 

Time and experience, which teaches so much 
to sadden us in the progress of life, lias taught me 
at least oDe lesson of comfort and consolation in 
situations of difficulty and trouble. They have 
increased my confidence in the umpire of truth 
over the American people. PreseDt the issues 
fairly, and give them time to consider them, and 
the cases are rare when they will not, upon a so- 
ber second thought, render such a verdict as truth 
and justice demand. 

We have only room for a few strikiag pas- 
sages: 

When I first entered the Federal councils, which 
was at the commencement of Mr. Van Huron's 
administration, the moral and political status of 
the slavery question was very different from what 
it now is. Then the Southern men themselves, 
with but few exceptions, admitted slavery to be a 
moral evil, and palliated and excused it upou Hie 
plea of necessity. Then there were few men of 
TritXER.

Mr. John Clisby, of Coosa, one of the Bell 
and Everett Electors for Alabama, has declin- 
ed the honor. In a letter announcing the 
fact ho says: 

The selection, no doubt, was made upon the 
presumption lha', having formerly been n mem 
ber of the Whig party, 1 should necessarily sup- 
port that ticket. It was a Whig and American 
doctrine — and a cardinal one too — that of pro- 
tection to property in the Territories, and having 
advocated it then, and since a Southern rights 
man, I could not abandon it to support men 
(although once old Whigs) nominated by a pro- 
fessedly new party, and not committed to any 
line of policy. Where, then, should I go? Why, 
to a party advocating my principles, of course, 
and that leads me, upon principle, to the support 
of Breckinridge and Lane, even at the hazard of 
being called a Democrat. New issues, or parties 
formed on those issues, necessarily involve new 
associations, and I do not expect to be the only 
man that will have strange bedfellows before 
the canvass closes; neither will I undertake to 
defend the record of any politician; the present is 
what we have to do with. However open to crit- 
MM maybe the record of Mr. Breckinridge, his 
character for honor and integrity has never been 
assailed, and that satisfies me in the belief that, 
if elected, he will faithfully carry out the princi- 
ples set forth in the platform, and which in his 
letter of acceptance, be not only indorses, but 
eloquently defends. 

The noisiest argument (if it may be dignified 
go iruch) against him is the secession and dis- 
union element that mingled in his nomination, 
and for that reason Union Whigs should uot sup- 
port him. That bugbear will not deter me. If 
simply demanding our rights under the Constitu- 
tion endangers the Union, let those who refuse 
those rights answer for it. Never will I, by vote 
or otherwise, concede a right to save it. "Thrice 
is he armed who hath his quarrel just." And 
OUT gallant Yancey may safely trust that triple 
armor to defend him against all the shafts that 
envy, malice, md hatred can hurl at him, and all 
the charges of disunion made by Lilliputian in- 
tellects. I have yet to see the evidence of his 
desire to dissolve the Union, except upon one 
contingency — and n» man, North or South, would 
be a Union man under all circumstances; and j 
where he leads Idar» follow, in this fight, at least. 
On the Contrary, in my opinion, the foundation 
is now laying broad and deep— embracing the 
Union in its limits — for a party truly national, di- 
vested of Wilmot Provisos, Squatte: Sovereignty, 
and all other heresies, that will be successful under 
the banner of Constitutional Equality in the Union, 
and I intend to assist in rearing thisglorious super- 
structure, call it what you may.

Letter from James S. Green. 

Canton, Mo.. August 13.1S63. 
To 7". Nortkcutt, Enoch Jlootea, and othert, 
Mexico, Mo.: 

Gentlemen — Since mv return home, I have 
received your letter, inviting ine to address the 
people on the political issues of the day, ami 
am sorry to say. in reply, that the state of mv 
health, and numerous engagements, will pi event 
my naming a time at which 1 can visit you; but 
if it be in my power, I shall certainly do so be- 
fore the November election. 

In the meantime, in order to prevent all mis- 
apprehensions with regard to my real position, I 
will take the liberty of making a briel statement 
on the generul subject. 

Like all true Irieudsof our country, I exceed- 
ingly regret the division of the Democratic party, 
but it is perfectly useless to waste lime and 
strength in impracticable regrets, and it would be 
equally unprofitable to go back and heap censure 
upon the different parties to (hedivision. 1 deem 
it mv duty rather to lake the subject up exactly 
as I find it pending before the country, and shape 
my action just as patriotism requires to produce 
beneficial results, instead of stirring up excite- 
ment ami ill feeling, by attributing the separation 
of the Convention to the one side or the other 
— to the cause, or to the results necessarily pro- 
duced thereby. 

From my intercourse and acquaintance with 
the Ireinds of Douglas .:•«! Breckinridge in this 
•State, I am satisfied there are true patriots and 
sound Democrats supporting each of these candi- 
dates for the Presidency. It would, therefore, 
be the height of folly and the grossest injus ice 
to speak of such citizens in terms of reproach 
aud abuse. Whilst I shall support Breckinridge, 
it shall be ray purpose to respect the predilections 
of others, and present for candid consideration 
the motives and reasons by which I am in- 
fluenced. 

The Democratic National Convention divided 
into two parts, each of which has presented a 
candidate, but neither of tliem cm claim to have 
been nominated in the regular way, acco thug to 
the rules, usages, anil customs of the parly. — 
Neither received two thirds cf the electoral col- 
lege, which was requisite to constitute 1 nomina- 
tion. Douglas never iceei veil more than 18 1 
votes, while 3<>.'J was the whole number, mid two- 
thirds of that is of course 3)2. And of the 1. til }., 
votes which were cast for Douglas, many ol them 
were spurious, illegal votes, brought into the 
Convention merely lor the purpose of increasing 
his apparent vote. 

I shall not stop to enumerate the spurious votes, 
together with the evidence ol their irregularity, 
for the simple reason that the highest rule he 
ever received, including all the bogus ones, 
lacked twenty and one half voles of making a 
nomination by the rule of the Convention. 

Hence, it cannot be contended that he receiv- 
ed the nomination at Baltimore. The mere tail 
that Douglas received the majority of the voles, 
does not amount to anything. Other aspirants 
have obtained large majorities in National Con- 
ventions heretofore, and yet were not, for that 
reason, declared the nominees. I need only name 
Van Buren and Cass, in 1644. The fact is, there 
can be ihi safety or conservatism in such Conveu 
tious without the two thirds rule; and when it is 
destroyed, N&tionnl Conventions cease- If a ma- 
jority cou'd nominate, then twelve States, wholly 
in the power ofjtlie Black Republicans, and with 
out a single Democratic electoral vote, could 
force upon the parly the most objectionable can 
didale they chose to present. 

But the propriety of the rule, andils non-ob 
servance this year in the ease of Mr. Douglas, 
are incontestable truths, which cannot be for a 
moment doubled. And what is the claim ot a 
nominee worth, when so seriously and so general- 
ly controverted as in this case? It is not to be 
denied that a large majority in nearly every 
Democratic Stale in the Union, utterly repudiate 
the idta that Douglas has been nominated. They 
are as intelligent, and we are bound to believe, 
as honest, as any pilier Democrats, anil have the 
same right to judge and determine for themselves. 
They will not support him, and hence the whole 
moral force of a nomination is completely lost, 
whether they are right or wrong in their judgment. 
They must and will cast five sixths of ail the 
Democratic electoral votes for President, and 
surely every true man and patriot will treat them 
with the consideration due to brethren. They 
deny the nomination and all obligation to sup- 
port Douglas, and, the whole moral force and 
cflicacy of this so called nomination are gone 
forever. 

It surely will not be claimed, or even thought 
of, by the most enthusiastic, that the pretended 
nomination of Douglas, will ever induce the 
Democrats to whom I refer, to extend their sup- 
port under such circumstances. No! Its charm 
is destroyed — its potency gone. The facts of the [ 
ease have dispelled all do..bt. What, then, re- 
mains to bedone? Shall we quietly submit to 
the election of a Black Republican, w ithout an 
effort to prevent it, or shall we indulge in crimi- 
nation and recrimination, and destroy the Demo- 
cratic parly, or shall we shape our course so as to | 
take revenge on any Democrat with whom we j 
differ? For myself, I say neither. 

If we have no regular nominee, we have time j 
to concentrate public sentiment in Missouri, and, 
/I believe, in the nation, on an avail >ble, true and 
worthy candidate, under whose banner we can 
rally, and rescue the party and the Union from J 
the dangers and calamities that now threaten us. i 
In my opinion, Jno. C- Breckinridge is the prop- 
er man. Already the Democratic sentiment, in 
nearly all the Democratic States, has been con- 
centrated on him, and surely Missouri will not 
separate (torn h.-r Democratic sisters, and throw 
her vote away, and thereby increase the chances 
and hopes of the Republican paity. Such a 
course would bo suicidal. If we can succeed in 
electing any Democrat, it can only be Breckin 
ridge under the existing state of tilings. It is a 
fact well known that he is the choice of the De- 
mocracy of every southern Stale, and also in 
several northern States; while the fact is equally 
well known that Douglas has so embittered the 
feeling of thousands of Democrats, Nor. h and 
South, that they will not support him. 

Whether that feeling towards Douglas is right 
or wrong is not the question. Wc must take 
things as we find them and know them to exist, 
and then shape our course to the best advantage. 
This prejudice to Douglas is so strong ,n different 
parts of the Union, that even if Missouri should 
be induced to vote for him, her vote would be 
thrown away and lost. But I am well satisfied 
that the Democracy of our State will stand by 
her true principles, and vote for Breckinridge, 
who not only represents her principles, but who 
has the only chance of success against Lincoln. 
When availability and coircidence of political 
opinions both unite in the same person, we cannot 
possibly hesitate in our course. We will stand 
by our principles, and accept the best opportuni- 
ty to give them success. 

The political sentiments of the Democracy of 
Missouri have been repeatedly declared, anil no 
one pretonds that Douglas entertains the same 
opinions on the subject of slavery. The contrary 
is true, ilis opinions on that subject are directly 
in conflict with ours. And yet, strange to say, 
some of his admirers are not onlv his apologists, 
but undertake to prove the propriety of his opin- 
ions. It seems to me lint such persons permit 
their ardent zeal to drive them into positions 
which they had not intended. A few words will 
explain the grave errors of Judge Douglas: 

In the first place he holds that slavery, and the 
right to hold slaves, depend entirely upon the lo- 
cal laws of the States, and cannot go an inch be- 
yond. All the Republicans in the United States 
hold the same doctrine. But the Supreme Court 
has expressly decided the contrary. 

In the next place, Dooglas says the Territorial 
Government established by Congress has the 
right, while a Territory, to exclude slavery by le- 
gal means, notwithstanding the decision of the 
court as to the constitutional right of any citizen 
to take slavery therein. To render plausible hW 
last named position, he resorts to his doctrine of 
"popular sovereignty," and under that he claims 
that the I etritory has as much right to exclude 
slavery as the State of Pennsylvania. It will he 
reoollectcd by all who have paid attention to this 
important subject, t hat, the Wilmot Proviso was 
urged bv the Abolitionists, and was intended to 
exclude slavery from the Territories by act of 
Congress, and it was claimed bv them that Con- 
gress hud full power to make the exclusion, and 



that the measure would have the effect of hem- i 
ming in slavery — prevent all expansion — and 
finally force the alaf eholding States to emi nci | ate 
their slaves, or abandon those States to the blacks, 
or become involved in wars of insurrection and 
extermination- The attempt thus to endanger 
the property and lives of the people justly excited 
and alarmed the South. They at ouee resisted 
the passage of any such law, and receiving assist- 
ance from a patriotic portion of the North, the 
measure was ultimately defeu'ed. 

During the discussion, it was contended bv the 
Abolitionists that Congress possessed the power 
claimed; and also that/slavery could not go into 
a Territory, or anywhere outside of a slavehold- 
ing Slate, without a law establishing ihe right. 
On the other hand, our friends. North and South, 
denied the power of Congress, and also insisted 
that the Federal Con-titution recognized slaves as 
properly, and any citizen of the United Slates 
could go into any ol our Teriiloriesopen for si t 
tlement, and there hold his slave properly by vir- 
tue of the Constitution Here, thtn, were pre- 
sented two important points of difference, which, 
in fact, involve the whole question. At this point 
in the controversy, the doctrine of Bad interven- 
tion was proposed, which was that Congress 
should neither prohibit nor establish slavery; and 
ihe other point, the Constitutional question, was 
led for the courts to determine. On this basis, 
the question was settled. Instead of a law of 
Congress to prohibit slavery forever, as proposed 
by Abolitionists, it was submitted to the people 
of the Territory to form and establish their own 
institutions ill their own way, subject only to the 
Constitution of the United Stales, and this was 
called "popular sovereignty." As thus explain 
ed, tunny distinguished statesmen advocated "non- 
intervention" and "popular sovereignty,'' and all 
the speeches recently quoted touching this subject, 
are to be understood precisely in the manner the 
questions ate here explained But shortly after- 
ward, another misunderstanding arose. < <ne side 
contended that theTerritori.il Government could, 
at any time, exclude slavery; the other held that 
no exclusion or prohibition of slavery could be 
ma 'e until the time when a Constitution was 
rightfully made for admission into the Union; and 
for this position, two satisfactory and conclusive 
reasons were assigned, to wil: 

1st. That the right to settle the question of 
slavery was conceded to the people of the Territo- 
ry! and not to ihe Territorial Government estab- 
lished by Congress, w hich Government could only 
have such power as Congress could rightfully 
grant; and that the people never could act in their 
sovereign capacity until lluy came to form their 
Constitution 

2d. That the power in the Territory, by whom- 
soever exercised, was "subject to the CootfitU 
tion of the United States," and that, by virtue of 
it, the right existed to take and hold slaves in 
the Territory, of which the people could not be 
deprived — ueitlurby Congress nor bv the Terri- 
tory during it existence as a Territory. 

In the debate which followed this dispute, 
it was distinctly and unequivocally stated by Gen 
era! Cass and Judge Douglas, that if the Con- 
stitution gives theright to hold slaves in the 
Territory, there was no power on earth to lake it 
away, neither Congress nor the Territorial au 
thontiea. [See Anptndix Con.' Globe, 34ih 
Congress, first session, page 791 ] 

Thequesiion was permitted to remain, await- 
ing the decision of the Supreme Court to deter- 
mine this controverted point ; and it was agreed 
iiutl understood by both parties that the judgment 
of the court should be adhered to as final and con 
elusive. Not merely that it should end the par- 
ticular case before the court, lor that is neces- 
sarily so; but that the questions determined by 
the court should be deemed settled. 

In lel>7, Ihe judgment of ihe court was pro* 
hounced; end the opinion of that high tribunal 
expressly determines that the Federal Constitu 
lion does of itself, give and secure the right lo 
every citizen, to take aud hold i.ny species of 
property known to the Constitution, including 
slaves, into the common Teriitories. Also, that 
Congress has no power to impair that right; aud 
also, that much lesscould the Territorial Govern- 
ment destroy that constitutional right; lor it could 
only have such power as Congress granted to it, 
and Congress could not grant a power which is not 
possessed by itself. 

This was supposed to end the whole matter, I 
and the country rejoiced at the prospect of pea'-e : 
on the slave question, while at the same time, 
a solution was had which promised to secure the 
rights of al! . But, unfortunately fur the peace 
of the country and the harmony of the Demo- . 
cratic party, the subject was not pei milled to re- I 
main at rest. The South hail been fully vindi- ! 
cated; Gen. Cass, and suuli poll iols, were con-, 
tent, but, lor some cause. Judge Douglas has re- 
vived the whole controversy with increased bit- 
terness and animosity. It now threatens a seri- > 
ous di-mption of the party, and, as a consequence, , 
the '.riumph of Black Republic mism, with all us : 
attendant evils. The people, and the people only, ' 
can avert ihe danger. 

He now holds, in violation of ihe agreement, 
and in utter disregard of the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court, that the Territorial Government 
can, by legal means, exclude slavery as directly ] 
as I'eunsvlvania, and then demands to know bow 
the South is going to help herself, unless by hav- 
ing a Corgrcssional "slave code." Thus, you j 
will perceive, that Ins course has given rise to the ' 
whoie clamor about a "slave code." But the 
conservative men of the nation do not intend to { 
be driven from their sense of propriety by any 
such clamor. All that we ask is, that adequate j 
protection be given for the purpose of SeoUrlBK I 
existing constitutional rights. Nobody wants; 
more thai, this. Nobody asks Congress to "inter- ; 
vene" on the subject of slavei v, SO as to give i 
rights ot propei ty and of location not already 
possessed; hut we do requi'e that our present 
Constitutional rights shall be protected again. t 
wrong doers and malefactors* It the courts have 
sufficient power, under the laws of the laud, llten I 
nothing more will be required; but if the Tern- 
tones, acting under the advice and encouragement I 
of Judge Douglas, should interpose obstacles and 
destroy our present rights, then it will be I lie du 
ty of Congress to interpose within ihe limits of 
its authority. Is this asking too much ? Would 
any citizen be content wilh less? Government 
is designed for the protection of all citizens in the 
enjoyment of their rights, of person and proper 
By; aud whenever sod wherever necessary lo that 
end, its power ought lo be exerted. This is the 
doctrine of Breckinridge; but Douglas denies it, 
and would veto a law de-igned for that purpose; 
»nd, consequently, I shall support Breckinridge 
and oppose Doualaa, however much 1 respect him 
personally. I w ill here present a familiar case by 
wav of Kuiiftration. Under the Constitution we 

have a right to reclaim fugitive slaves. For 
many years this recognized right was sulli.-iont, 
until evil-disposed persons afempted to dcle.il 
and destroy thai right. Then it became necessa- 
ry for Congress to "intervene," by passing a law, 
approved by George Washington, affording reme- 
dies to enlore the right. 

Now. it is decided that the same Constitution 
gives the right to the people lo take and hold 
their slaves in the public Territories. Il, there 
lore, any one attempts to destroy that admitted 
right, it will be the duty of Congress to provide 
the necessary remedy to secure this right, as in 
the case of fugitive slaves, which the Father ol 
his Country approved Here again, I may add, 
Breckinridge agrees with us, aud Douglas op- 
poses. 

Bat it is contended by good friends of Douglas, 
against whom 1 have not one word of Censure, 
that the platform adopted at Charleston and 
amended by the Wickliffe resolution at Balti- 
more, for Douglas, places him on the same ground 
with ourselves on the subject of protecting con 
stitutional rights. That this assumption is an ev- 
ident mistake will appear from a few facts about 
which there can be no controversey. 

First. If it were true that Douglas, on his! 
platlorm, occupies the same ground with our- 
selves, why did they not except our platform 
rather than force a division on that subject? 

Second. Douglas, and some of his friends, de- 1 
r.onuce our platlorm for protection (as before ex- 
plained.) as a disunion platlorm, and hence it I 
cannot, in their estimation, be the same as their: 
own; but il should be remembered, as disproving 
forever this charge ot disunion, that Gov. Fitz 
patrick, who holds to all of our doctrine, was 
good enough lo tie selected for Vice. President on 
the ticket with Mr. D .uglas, but declined lo ac 
cept. This fact completely disproves the charge 
of disunion. 

Third. It is known as a faet that Douglas de- 
clared that il he was selected as a candidate, it 
aould amount to au indorsement of li is opinion 



on this Territorial question; and after the Charles- 
ton Convention adjourned he asserted in the 
Senate, that his doctrine on the Territorial ques- 
tion and popular sovereignty, had been fully sus- 
tained by the platform adopted at Charleston; 
and alter the Wickliffe amendment at Baltimore, 
Douglas, in his letter of acceptance, declared that 
it was all in harmony with the preceding plat- 
form. So that, in the opinion of Douglas, his 
own principles are fully indorsed and sustained by 
his platform. It has already been shown that the 
views and opinions of Douglas arc at war with 
our best interests, and destructive of our dearest 
rights, and therelore il is perfectly plain that this 
platform is not what we require for our protec- 
tion; and it is also clear that whoever votes for 
Douglas under these circumstances, will vote for 
his notions of popular sovereignty, and against 
the rights of the people. His construction of the 
platform will govern himself. 

But w hat arc the effects and consequences lo 
follow the indorsement of Douglas' position? I 
answer: evtry result that could have been appre- 
hended from the "Wilmot Proviso." Il will 
place the power over the Territory- in the hands 
of the mob, and the agents of the emigrant aid 
societies of the North; and with Sharpe's rifles, 
Bowie-knives, and John Brown's pikes, all Terri- 
tories will be abolished and overrun by the lawless 
miscreants sent out by those societies. This is 
the legitimate re6'dt of the popular sovereignty 
doctrine of Douglas. It is the law of the strong 
against the weak. It is the law of ihe mob 
against constitutional right. And it will eveutu- 
ale in strife, contention, and civil war. 

On the other hand, the doctrine of Breckin- 
ridge will be one of peace and quietude — p oiec- 
tiug ihe rights of all, until they shall have suffi- 
ciently tested the fitness and adaptation of the 
Territory to slave labor; and after that, leave it, 
when the Stale is formed, to determine the ques- 
tion ns the people of the Territory desire. 

The one is sectional, partial, and revolutionary 
— :he other is pe.icrlul, honorable, and constitu* 
tioii.il. In such a contest, when I have with oth- 
ers the right of choice, 1 cannot aud will not lies 
itate. 

I am satisfied that Breckinridge has not sought 
his present position. Il has been forced upon 
him as the most suitable Democrat for the emer- 
gency; and being so unexceptionable in all re- 
spects, he was compelled to accept il. He has no 
personal hostility towards Douglas, or any friends 
of Dontrlas, but he has firmness, ability, experi 
< n -e, fidelity, and kindness, lo fit bun for the 
Presidency. 

I need not call your attention to the fact, that 
the Democratic party was a unit until Douglas 
commenced his opposition to it. On the Lecoinp- 
ton question he joined ihe Black Republicans and 
has been warring on the party, and the Ldmiuis- 
(ration, ever since. 

Ilis friends, in several States, un'ted with the 
Black Republicans to beat the kk.gi'..ar Demo- 
cratic nominees, ami, after C ingress niet, CO op- 
erated wilh ihe Republican patty alone. In the 
last stssion the Rpuhlicans would have been dt ■ 
feated but for Douglas men, who caused 'he 
election ot Pennington for Speaker, and Forney, 
(his particular friend,) for Clerk. 

Why. then, should the parly feel under any ob- 
ligations to one who has been so disorganizing in 
his conduct? He is ihe cause of all the trouble 
in the paily, and is responsible tor all the danger 
of the election of Lincoln. 

IL- has forced this issue upon the country, and 
has made it a test questtan, end it becomes a 
pulli duty lo oppose it, or submit in disgrace to 
the ruin of the Country. 

I have briefly stated the foregoing facts, which 
cut be proved by the history and records of the 
c lUntcy, as a iustificatiofl for my own course, aud 
for the consideration of my friends who may 
choose to reflect upon them. Il is not my light 
to dictate 10 any one. nor would 1 do so if 1 
could; but as our interests are all thesame, I hope 
the truth will have the same effect upon all. 

Bui my friends, there is still another enemy 
threatening us, and we must concert means to 
beat the worst of all enemies. Douglas is bad 
enough, and will ultimately, without future resis- 
tance, plunge us in ruin and degradation, should 
his doctrine be parried out; but Breckinridge is 
sound and reliable on every qc.e-tion affecting 
our interests. Lincoln is wajraa than all, and we 
should unite together on our true principles to 
prevent the election of Linei In. Our true prin- 
ciples ate such as Breckinridge sustains, and no 
oilier cantlidate siisi.,ins; and we should support 
him to prevent the domination of Republicanism. 
I will sot entertain a doubt ol the people of Mis 
souri. They are true to ihe Consitullon of the 
Stale, and the Union, aud should and will stand 
by those who stand by us. All we desire is the 
maintenance ol our rights aud constitutional pro 
teclion. These things we can get and defeat the 
Black Republicans bv supporting Breckinridge. 

We must adhere to friends rather than enemies, 
whether open or covert, and in this case, with full 
right to choose our candidate. I repeat (hat on 
Ihe score of principle and availability, there is 
b-it one < our?*', and that is, vote for John C. 
Breckiuridee. 

I do not complain of others who think differ- 
ently; but I beg of them to pause, reflect', aud 
examine before they tak*e the falul step. 
I am. very truly.
